DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  469  - 19E3 


Eor  the  condenmation  of  a right  of  w§ry  ten  (10)  feet  in  width 
for  sewerage  pm^posee  across,  through  and  under  portions  of  Lots 
Nos.  IE,  13,  3E  and  33  Illsley  Place  -Addition  (so  called)  and 
Lots  Nos.  16  and  11  Bellevue  Terrace. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  and 
advisable  to  condemn  a right  of  way  for  sewerage  purposes  across, 
through  and  under  portions  of  the  follomng  described  lots: 
the  east  five  (5)  feet  of  Lots  TIos.  IE  and  33  and  the  west  five 
(5)  feet  of  lots  Nos.  13  and  3E  Illsley  Place  Addition  (so  called) 
and  the  east  five  if>)  feet  of  Lot  10  and  the  West  five  (5) 
feet  of  Lot  No.  11  Bellevue  Terrace  vjith  the  necessary  curve 
at  the  line  where  the  above  mentioned  additions  join. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  condemnation  of 
portions  of  lots  for  a right  of  way  for  sewerage  purposes  as 
above  described  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  of  said  City.

In  Minute  Record  No.  37  page  273  & 21k  (May  2,  195?) 

J.  Luther  Hallett,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  called 
attention  to  an  error  in  the  record  of  the  adoption  of 
Declaratory  Resolution  No.  469  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  adopted  May  10,  1923,  as 
found  in  Minute  Record  No.  9,  at  Page  206C,  of  the  records  of 
this  Board  in  that  said  Resolution  was  intended  to  condemn  a 
right-of-way  for  sewerage  purposes  across,  through  and  under 
portions  of  Lots  numbered  10  and  11  in  the  Plat  of  Bellevue 
Terrace  in  the  City  of  Fort  V'Jayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  and 
said  Resolution  as  adopted  correctly  described  said  real  estate, 
but  in  entering  the  action  of  this  Board  in  the  record  afore- 
said the  above  mentioned  lots  were  inadvertently  described  as 
Lots  numbered  11  and  12  in  said  Plat  of  Bellevue  Terrace. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  to  correct  the  error  in  said  record, 
upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded,  and  unanimously  carried,  said 
Resolution  is  now  amended  and  adopted  as  of  May  10,  1923,  as 
follows :

For  the  Condemnation  of  a right  of  way  ten  (lO)  feet  in 
width  for  sewerage  purposes  across,  through  and  under 
portions  of  Lots  Nos.  12,  13,  32  and  33  Illsley  Place  Addition 
(so  called)  and  Lots  Nos.  10  and  11  in  the  Plat  of  Bellevue 
Terrace . 

Resolved  by- the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary 
and  advisable  to  condemn  a right  of  way  for  sewerage  purposes 
across,  through  and  under  portions  of  the  following  described 
lots:  the  east  five  (b)  feet  of  Lots  Nos.  12  and  33  and  the 

west  five  (b)  feet  of  Lots  Nos.  13  and  32  Illsley  Place  Addition 


(so  called)  and  the  east  five  (5)  feet  of  Lot  10  and  the 
West  five  (5)  feet  of  Lot  No.  11  in  the  Plat  of  Bellevue 
Terrace,  with  the  necessary  curve  at  the  line  v^/here  the 
above  mentioned  additior^  join. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  condemnation 
of  portions  of  lots  for  a right  of  way  for  sewerage  pur- 
poses as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially 
affected  by  the  condemnation  of  the  above  described  portions 
of  lots  for  a right  of  way  for  sewerage  purposes  is 
described  as  all  lots  and  lands  not  occupied  by  streets  and 
alleys  lying  south  of  Kinsmoor  Avenue,  West  of  Fairfield 
Avenue,  North  of  Pasadena  Drive  and  Pasadena  Drive  produced 
West  to  Broadway  and  East  of  Broadway.
